Time Caps ule In 
Huron’s Future? 


The Huron Township Historical 
Society is in the early stages of con- 
sidering establishing a time capsule 
for the year 2000. 

At a recent meeting, a member 
brought up the idea of making a 
time capsule and sealing it for 100 
years. If the timetable is honored the 


. future inhabitants of our area would 


open the time capsule in the year 
2100. 

It 1s an intriguing idea and if 
accepted as a project, the society 
will be looking to the community 
for ideas on the construction, stor- 
age and most importantly the con- 
tents of the capsule. 

Currently the Society and the 
Historical Commission is working 
on the reclamation of the historical 


| home and perhaps the capsule’s first 


home will be the historical house. If 
so, it would remain on display thus 
increasing the chances that it will 
not be mislaid or lost. While getting 
lost may seem impossible, you must 
consider the span of 100 years and 
how quickly a “gap” can occur. 

If accepted, the project would 
require a construction that would be 
airtight and durable. It would have 
to be big enough to store many con- 
temporary items but light enough to 
move if necessary. 

The most exciting aspect of the 
project would be the nature of the 
items stored. What would be items 
placed in the capsule to represent 
the year 2000? Would we want let- 
ters from citizens or students pre- 
dicting what the world would be
